active In the- Hoover camp. He and 
other Republican leaders hereabouts 
feel there is no doubt that the south- 
ernjlelegates will be for Mr. Hoover. 
But some preliminary work will have 
to be done In order to prevent any 
opposition.

policies just as the shipping board 
and "the interstate commerce com- 
mission. The board, it was said, 
was given full power and respon- 
sibility by congress. 


It has been the 
view of many 


hight officials In the Hoover admin- 
istration that the stabilization work 
inaugurated over a year ago by the 
farm board had in view the saving 
of a great many banks in the wheat 
belt which would have failed if 
wheat prices continued to decline as 
rapidly as they had started. 


Many of these banks held loans 


secured by wheat at prices ranging 
around those set by the farm board 
for buying the surplus. These banks 
now have been/ able to clear these 
loans and readjust themselves- to 
prices on the world .market. ,

Shanghai —Cff>— Word has been 


received here by the St. Columbmn's 
mission of the death March S of 
Father Superior Tierney of the 
Kiencheny mission while a captive 
of Chinese Communists. While de- 
tails of his death were not learned 
the bandits frequently had said they 
would kill him if ransom money of 
140.000 (silver) were not Immediate- 
ly forthcoming. 


In a letter which he contrived to 


smuggling through his captors some 
weeks ago, he wrote that he was 
failing and that he was "quite re- 
signed to die." 


Father Tierney. superior of St 


Columban's mission at Kiencbeng, 
a small Interior city located south- 
cast of Nanchang In the south Chi- 
na province of Kiangsi, was captur- 
ed last Nov. 17.

There comes a time each spring 


when experienced gardeners 
can.

know that frosts are over and that 
they can put out their tomato and 
other tender plants. 


Just In advance of this time there 


is a period of about two weeks In 
which the second parly crops can 
be planted. 
These 
include snap 


beans, sweet corn, beets, carrots, 
the small California of Sieva Lima 
beans. Swiss chard, and it might pay 
to take a chance on summer squash- 
es. 


TeU By Soil Condition 


The number of days required for 


the various seeds to come up will 
depend on the 
temperature 
and 


moisture condition of the.soil. As 
a rule, it takes about five to seven 
days for beans to come up, so if In- 
dications are that the first of May 
would be about the last time that 
frost Is probable, the beans could 
be planted on tho 24th or 25th day 
of April and would come through 
the ground at a time when they 
•would escape frost. 


Beets; Swiss chard and carrots 


stand some frost so they might be 
planted a week earlier. 
The best 


method, however, Is to make more 
than one planting so that If the 
first planting gets caught by a de- 
layed frost the next planting will 
come along to take its place. 


Two or even three planffngs- of 


these early crops are advisable In 
order to get a continuous supply. 


Try Small Lime Beans 


Southern gardeners know the val- 


ue of the little Carolina Sleva bean. 
Northern gardeners call It the Hen- 
derson Bush Lima. This little bean 
is much more hardy than 
the 


ordinary bush or pole LImas, and 
can be planted at least two weeks 
earlier in tho spring than the more 
tender or large Lima beans. If it 
gets a reasonable chance, it will go

Fruit Buds Must Be Stimu-

Earlier and slightly heavier ap- 


plications of nitrogen fertilizer this 
spring 
to stimulate the 
fruit 


buds In orchards affected by last 
year's drought are being recommend- 
ed by tho U. S. Department of Ag- 
riculture. 


Because of the lack of moisture 


last year, fruit trees In many regions 
are facing the coming season In an 
Impoverished condition. The trees 
were unable to store up the usual

other food materials in which early 
growth depends, and the buds in 
many orchards are small. It 1» im- 
portant, therefore, that the trees be 
stimulated as much as possible. 


The leaves are largely formed dur- 


ing the first 2 months of growth. In 
these leaves tho food materials that 
form the fruit are manufactured 
during the summer. Consequently. 
It Is necessary to build up a large 
leaf system so the trees will be able 
to develop a large crop of fruit. 


In the Shenandoah and Potomao 


Valleys, the Mississippi Valley, the 
Ohio Valley, and southern Pcnnsvl- 
vania—tho worst 
of the drought 


stricken areas—the majority of the 
apple orchards normally come into 
bloom In late April or early Mav. 
Fertilizer should be put on a full 
month ahead of the bloom. Nitrogen 
in a quickly available form is recom- 
mended. 


Applications this spring should he 


a little heavier than usual—20 to 25 
per cent heavier—to make up as 
much as possible for tho lack of 
food store* In the trees Inst year. 


Fertilize Around Tree 


In order to get tho nitrogen to 


the roots most advantageously, tho 
fertilizer should be applied on the 
ground in a band around tho tree 
extending out as far as the spread 


right on producing beans all sum- 
mer. 


Sweet corn Is another second ear- 


ly crop. The early varieties of sweet 
corn take from 60 to 80 dnys from 
date of planting to produce roast- 
ing ears. 


Then there Is Whipple's Early 


and Howling Mob and Early Corp. 
and a dozen other good varieties. 
The point Is that It pays to mnko 
a planting of sweet corn Just as 
soon as the ground Is In good con- 
dition to plant and no further In- 
terference from Jack Frost Is In- 
dicated. 


Abaut a week later another plant- 


Ing should be made, this to bo fol- 
lowed by still other plantings at In- 
tervals, of about two weeks until 
midsummer.

Sod-mulch culture, U Is point- 
ed out, seems to be an economical 
and beneficial method of orchard 
management under many soil condi- 
tions. 


This year, however, sod in the sod- 


mulch orchards can bo broken up to 
£ood advantage and will provide a 
definite stimulation for & year or 
two. 
releasing nitrogen, "providing 


organic matter, and Increasing the 
mol&ture-holdlng capacity of 
the 


soil. 


For these reasons if the weather 


remains dry this spring, it will be 
an advantage to break up the sod. 
putting tho orchard back Into sod 
later if desired- when 
rainfall be- 


comes more satisfactory* This year 
tho subsoil Is very dry and It not 
Ilkoly to get soaked up properly un- 
less there Is an abnormally favorable 
spring and summer rainfall.

Breath-Smeller'9 Shows 


Degree Of Drunkenness 


Indianapolh—049—A new scienti- 


fic "breath-smeller" is ready for use 
by police, enforcement officers and 
suspicious spouses. 


It registers any degree of drunk- 


enness, merely by catching some of 
the drinker's breath, and is so sensi- 
tive that it detects alcohol even when 
all odor is expurgated from 
the 


breath. 


A description of the apparatus was 


made public today by the American 
Chemical society at whose meeting 
here it will be demonstrated this 
week in the act of trapping alcoholic 
breath. It was perfected by Dr. R. 
K. Hanger of the medical school of 
the University of Indiana. 


The suspected breath is blown into 


a 10-cent-store toy balloon. 
From 


there it is bubbled through a red li- 
quid, which speedily turns almost 
white if there is alcohol. 


Should the drinker object to blow- 


ing ballons. it is only necessary to 
hold a small glass suction tube with- 
in an inch or two of his nose or 
mouth. Even if the tube sucks in 
to times as much outside air as ex- 
halation, tho bubbler still works ac- 
curately.
